placed there after the building of the Pan- 
theon to mend the marble steps which for- 
merly led up to the edifice. 
Two of these 


are similar to four others in mitrble and two 
in stucco which ornament tho walls of the 
vestibule of the Pantheon on either side of 
tho great entrance door. 


Urban YIII, tho Barberiui and barbarous 


Pope, who robbed this noble edifice of tho 
gilded plates which ornamented its coiling 
nud of tho enormous quantities of bronze 
contained in its interior, to moire the Bal- 
dacchino in St. Peter's Church, made a faint 
attempt to restore the vestibule. Not being 
able to find all of the sculptured slabs 
originally ornamenting the entrance, ho 
supplied tho places of thoso which were 
missing by two imitations in stucco. 
Theso 


two missing tablets havo now been discov- 
ered under ground, and forming part of tho 
buried staircase that originally led up to the 
Pantheon, and they will be placed in their 
original positions ou the wall. Tho beauty 
of these celebrated sculptures is familiar to 
all travellers who have visited the Pan- 
theon. On esch of them there is a garland 
hanging between two candelabra, and in tho 
centre of tho festoon is hnng a vase to bo 
used in tbe snored libations.

Tho third and most important sculpture 


mny now bo seen at tho door of the church. 
It is & piece of Greek marble nearly two 
metres long and seventy-live centimetres 
high, which wns formerly surmounted by a 
Corinthian cornice. The part remaining is 
divided horizontally into Ihreo part?, upon 
tho upper of which nro sculptured various 
figures of animals. These aro symbols used 
in tho Egyptian worship, and 
the slab is 


supposed to have anciently formed part of 
tho interior of a tcmplo of Tsis that existed 
in the neighborhood. 
Between the con- 


vent of Minerva, very near the Pantheon, 
and tho church of Han Btefano del Cacco 
many fragmonjs JIRYQ been found iinlicQ- 
ting 
the 
remains of nn ancient temple. 


Bass-reliofa, 
statues, 
obelisks and other 


sculptures evidently of 
Egyptian origin 


havo been found there in abundance, and 
this sculpture was very probably carried 
from there to tho Pantheon to aid in its 
restoration in tho centuries after tho de- 
struction of the Egyptian temple. Tho small 
obelisks, ono in tho Plazzi before tho Pan- 
theon, and tho other in the Plnzzt Minerva, 
wore found in tho neighborhood of this 
ancient temple of Isis and Serapsis, and 
formed part of it. Thin sculpture, accord- 
ing to students of tho architecture of Egyp- 
tian temples, 
formed 
part 
of n path 


within the edifice consisting of innrbla 
columns on one side nnd 
n series of 


these sculptures overhead. Quo end of tho 
slab rested on tho column and tho other WHS 
in the wnll, and tho path wns dedicated to 
tho god Anubis, who was tho kseper or 
porter of temples. Tho emblem of this 
god was tho falcon with the sun's disk upon 
his head, acd accompanied by tho caduccns 
or olivo branch wreathed with two serpents. 
Anubis was tho god of tho embalming and 
burial of tho dead, their guide on tho voyage 
to tho other world, and tho conductor of 
souls.

Other evidence- of tho oriental origin of tho 


primitive inhabitants of Homo and adjoin- 
ing territory has been found in tho wonder- 
ful tomb recently discovered at Pronestina, 
not ninny miles distant. 
The form of tho 


tomb is almost rectangular, and exactly iu 
correspondence with the points of the com- 
phss. Tho construction is similar to that of 
other tombs of tho most ancient period of 
Italian history. Tho tomb is supposed to 


behalf of a monument fund which have been 
made so faithfully for the past ten'or fifteen 
years. Tho only trouble about it is that iu 
the course of ton or fifteen years more the 
Father of his Country will ho generally re- 
garded as a bore.
